P TO now New England has not suffered from 


the late strike troubles, but the indications are 


that she will experience them with considerable 
force in the near future. The proposed cut in the 
wages of the operatives of the Fall River cotton 
mills of 14 per cent, beginning the first day of Sep- Capital Stock. 
tember, has aroused public interest throughout all Surplus fund 
of the New England States. The cotton manufac- 
turers at Fall River advance no specific reason for 
the cut-down, but permit it to be understood that 
they regard the step necessary in order to continue 
the mills in operation at a profit, under existing 
conditions. 


But the Fall River operatives are well organized 


into unions. They have promptly taken into con- 
sideration the proposed changed conditions and 
have deliberated over them, reaching the common 
conclusion that they will not accept the reduction. 
Of course, that means a strike, if the managers per- 
sist in their reported intention, and it seems to be 
accepted that they will. They know as well as do 
the operatives that the cost of living has not been 
so high for years as regards the necessaries, which 
are so enormously taxed by the Dingley trust tariff 
bill, and that there is but little probability of any 
tariff change for the better. 
There was not margin 


enough, so that the proposed cut means nothing 
less, as they view it, than literally "starvation 
wages." And so New England is almost certain to 
have a taste of the fruit, which is the natural growth 
of a tree manured by the excrements of trust pro- 
tection, and cultivated by the political gardeners of 
a Republican administration.

gress is to be asked during the next session to 


set aside all money received from public land sales 
in fifteen western States and Territories for a fund 
to be used in constructing reservoirs in the serai- 
arid region," and asks, "Who will reimburse the 
government?" The same one that reimburses the 
government when it blows a rock out of the mouth 
of a harbor, or when it make s an appropriation for 
the improvement of the navigation of a stream. 
The same one that pays back to the government 
tbe cost of building a fort on the frontier. The same 
one that reimburses the government every year for 
two. three or four hundred million dollars it spends 
that the business of tbe country may be carried on 
in order and peace. If the government spends the 
money that way, it will be in order for it to demand 
tolls of those who receive the water until it is fully 
reimbursed, and in the meantime some thousands or 
tens of thousands of acres of valuable land will be 
added to the domain of the United States. That is, 
tbe value will be added, because the land without 
tbe water is worthless. He who makes two blades 
of grass grow where onh one grew before is 
greater, we are told, than he who founds a city. 
That government that in its domain converts some 
thousands of acres of land to fruitful fields where 
before not one blade of grass grew is a great and 
far-seeing government, worthy to be entrusted with 
the business affairs of a great people.—Salt Lake 
1 ribune. 


The above excellent article is from the Salt Lake 


Tribune. Its only mistake is the ridiculously low 
estimate of the number of acres of now worthless 
land that would be made productive and valuable 
by such a water storage system as the national 
government is urged to inaugurate for the reclama- 
atiou ol our arid and semi-arid lands. Instead of 
aggregating the acres by "thousands and tens of 
thousands," millions and tens of millions would be 
nearer the mark. 


It is conservatively estimated that there are 


seventy-five millions of acre-, of land that can be 
rendered productive by a thorough system of water 
storage and irrigation, as is made possible by the 
winter snow and water fall and the topography of 
tbe country where artificial means for moisture is 
required. Nevada alone could lurnibh many times 
over the maximum of the Tribune's estimate and 
nave enough left to encourage private enterprise in 
the reclamation of land which will now afford scant 
subsistence for a colony of jackribbits, but which at 
tbe cost of a little money and labor could be ren- 
dered as productive'as the choicest acres in rain 
moistening sections of the middle western States.

Frances Wllliard, late president of 


the National Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union, in her address before 
the national convention assembled In 
Buffalo, October 26th, declared as fol 
lows In behalf of socialism: 


Look about you: the products of lab- 


or are on every hand; you could no 
maintain for a moment a well-ordered 
life without them; every object in your 
room has in it, for discerning eyes, the 
mark of Ingenious tools, and the pres- 
sure of labor's hands. 
But is it not 


the cruelest Injustice for the wealthy 
whose lives are surrounded and em 
bellished by labor's work to have I 
superabundance of the money which 
represents the aggregate of labor In 
any country, while the laborer hlmsell 
is kept steadily at work that he has 
nc time to acquire the education and 
refinements of iife thaf would make him 
and his family agreeable companions 
to the rich and cultured. The reason 
why I am a Christian socialist comes In 
just here. 


I would take, not by force, but by 


the slow process of lawful acquisition 
through better legislation as the out- 
come of a wiser ballot In the hands 
of men and women, the entire plani 
that we call civilization, all taat hac 
been achieved on this continent in the 
four hundred yean* since Columbus 
wended his wav hither, and make I 
the comn'on property of all the people 
requiring all to woi k enough with their 
hands to give them the finest physlca 
development, but not to become bur- 
densome in any case, and permitting 
all to share alike the advantages o 
education and refinement. I believe this 
to be perfectly practicable, indeed, that 
any other method is simply a relic o 
barbarism.
